It is this constant attendance 
upon Eiis pets that has caused Mrs. 
Lawrence to wonder at times whether 
she has a husband or a rabbit care­ 
taker who is merely a boarder at her 
house. 
“My experience has been that >ue- 
cess with rabbits depends entirely up­ 


o n their care”, explained Lawrence. 
“They must 
have 
well 
ventilated, 
well equipped, clean hutches. 
They 
must lie fed regularly and the food 
must be clean. They must have clean, 
fresh water. 
And if one is to have 
good stock, one must have the best 
animals that money can buy. Poor 
foundation stock will mean only dis­ 


appointment in the end for the man 
who wants the best. 
I learned many 
of these from dear 
experiences 
as 
there are only a few rabbit breeders 
in this part of the State so far as I 
know. 
My advice to beginners is: 
“Get in touch with someone 
who 
knows more about rabbits, especially 
the breed you are trying to 
propa­ 
gate, than you 
do. 
Ask 
as 
many 
questions as possible and be a good 
listener. 
Don’t start a rabbitry with 
too many animals. 
First try 
your 
hand with two does and a buck and 
if at the end of three months you still 
have the fever, 
then 
increase 
the 
number. 
And above all, get good 
st oek. 
“ Even with your first rabbits, don t 
use tin cans or pans for feed and wa­ 
ter a- they will soon rust. A pan that 
is e a s i l y upset is also useless as 
it 
niei el v wastes food and fouls the pen. 
It costs only a few cents to purchase 
th< 
proper equipment and it means 
healthier 
and 
betetr 
rabbits. 
In 
building the pens make them draft 
proof and protected against rain. 
A 
rabbit is none too hardy. 
“ Don’t become so enthusiastic over 
the first litter that you invite in all 
your friends and 
permit 
them 
to 
handle the babies. 
Wait until 
the 
young go into the nest box use a pair 
of canvas gloves which have 
been 
lubbed on the hutch floor. 
Be sure 
and remove the mother to 
another 
hutch, wht re she won’t be able to se< 
what you are doing, 
If the litter i- 
large 
that is, more th, n eight -kill 
the smaller ones* 
Six is a good-sized 
family for a doe to raise. 
“ Personalty, I have made 
rabbit- 
raising a business, although I am not 
in ¡! for profit. 
But I keep books on 
my rabbits and know to a cent wha' 
they have cost me in money. 
What 
they have cost me in time is 
some­ 
thing else again”. 
That rabbit-breeding is more than 
a Sikeston printer’s hobby is indicat­ 
ed by the fact that more than $25,- 
000,000 wort h of rabbit pelts 
were

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MACON IGNORES UTILITY’S PROPOSITION FOR 
LEASE’ PLANS TO ENLARGE ITS PLANT 


\Iacon, December 15.—Macon's an­ 
swer to the argument of the Missou­ 
ri Power and Light Co., that the mu- 
nicpal plant does not produce enough 
power to serve factories that might 
locate here, will be the addition of a 
large unit to the present equipment. 
The City Council has been investi­ 
gating various types of engines, and 
will make its 
recommendation 
on 
the proposed purchase at the meeting 
Monday night. 
The capacity of the present three 
units is 800 K. W. 
The 
peak 
load 
never has reached that point, but it 
is getting close to the 
limit 
peak, 
Superintendent Edgar Burkhart says. 
The service demand thw year has 
been much heavier than 
it 
was 
in 
1928, the superintendent 
said, 
and 
1930 is expected to set a new record, 
due to sound apparatus in two thea­ 
ters, an addition of 40 to 50 rooms to 
the Jefferson Hotel, and the erection 
of another high school. 
Rural lines are being extended 
to 
new areas, and by the end of 1930, 
if the present 
rate 
of 
growth 
is 1 
maintained, the demand wdll take up 
the entire capacity of 
the 
present, 
equipment, it is said. 
“Our plans are to take care of the 


demand that is just ahead of us and 
at the same time cut the cost of op­ 
eration as low as possible", Burk­ 
hart says. 
“The growth of a town demands a 
corresponding growth in the charact­ 
er of its electrical service, 
pur pur­ 
pose is to see that our plant is just 
a little ahead of the demand for any 
sort of service that may be required 
by a town that is expanding into an 
important municipal center". 
Some time ago the Missouri Pow­ 
er & Light Co. resumed its bargain­ 
ing for the 
municipal 
power plant 
and system here with a cash offer of 
$1 75,000, for control of an enterprise 
which cost at 
least 
$250,000 and, 
combined wth revenue from the wa­ 
ter department, represents an annual 
income of $45,000 above expenses for 
the city. 
Overtures for the Macon plant date 
back to 1923, when the Missouri Pow­ 
er & Light Co., started its program 
for the 
acquisition 
of 
small-town 
plants in this county. 
The city has turned a deaf ear 
to 
all 
offers. 
Until 
1924 
the Macon 
power house furnished current to the 
neighboring towns of Bevier and Cal­ 
lao, but in that year 
the 
Missouri 


Power and Light Co. secured a 
10- 
year contract to furnish electricity to 
both towns. 
Bevier consumers now 
pay 12Mi cents per kilowatt hour. The 
power company furnishes the current 
to the town, which 
sells 
it to 
the 
consumers. 
When the Macon plant 
supplied Bevier the wholesale price 
according to the bills of DecemU*r 
1924, was 5 cents per kilowatt hour, 
(alio, a few miles further west, was 
supplied by the Macon plant at 
cents per kilowatt hour. 
Now it pays 
10 cents. 
Macon hasn’t 
forgotten 
the 
in­ 
crease in the rates in Bevier and Cal­ 
lao, although since the 
development 
of three farm lines and the installa­ 
tion of electrical 
equipment 
by 
a 
loarge coal mine in the neighborhood 
have more than replaced the revenue 
lost by Macon when the 
two 
cities 
signed the private utility contract. 
The latest offer 
for 
the 
Macon 
plant was made by L. R. Brooks of 
Kansas City for the Missouri utility. 
As private utility offers 
go, 
it was 
perhaps more liberal than usual, 
as 
Brooks explained 
it. 
He 
said 
his 
company would furnish the city free 
light service for ten years and do the 
water pumping for the city fre>e for 
that period. He said his company did 
not want to buy the building or the 
real estate, but just to take a 
“10- 
year lease”, the 
proposition 
being 
submitted to a referendum 
by 
the 
people. 
He also promised 
that the 


rates would not be raised. 
The rates charged by the city for 
electricity are 5 to 10v» 
cents 
foi 
light; from 1'-a to 0 cents for power, 
and for cooking, heating and refrig- 
eifttion from 3 to 1 cents per kilowatt 
hour. 
At Shclbyville, where the Mi»- j 
souri Power & Light Co. owns 
thei 
distributing franchise, the price is 41 
cents for heat, 13 cents for light anti > 
8 cents for power. 
Superintendent Burkhart 
is pres­ 
ident of the Missouri Association 
of 
Municipal Utilities. 
He is a practi­ 
cal engineer and a careful manager. 
Some of the most important improve­ 
ments have been made during his em­ 
ployment. 
Mayor D. L. Dempsey, serving his 
third term, does not like to talk much 
about a system he has helped to build 
up, but did say this: 
“The figures in: 
the city office show both light 
and 
water plants 
are 
earning 
money, 
creating a steady income for the city 
We are always working on new econ­ 
omies that are designed to save mon­ 
ey and to increase the earnings 
of 
the plants, with an eye toward

Probably no house 
of worship has heen the scene of m ore 
wily and adroit nutneuverlngs than 
went on at this convention for the 
purpose of defeating the nomination 
of Henry Clay 
Thurlow W eed, skillful New Yorl: 
political boss, is credited with having 
been chiefly responsible for euchering 
(’lay out of this nomination hy sectir 
Ing adoption of the unit rule. 
Weed records that on reaching Har­ 
risburg “we found a decided plurality 
In favor of Mr. (’lay." hut that. “In 
the opinion of the delegates front 
Pennsylvania and New York. Mr (’lay 
could not carry either of those states, 
and without them could not he elect 
ed.H 
So a strategic plan was put Into 
effect by which, through Initiative of 
a member of the Massachusetts dele 
gution, a rule was adopted directing 
each state delegation to take Informal 
ballots on Its choice for President 
till It recorded a state majority for 
some one candidate. That done, a re 
port of the result was to he made to 
the convention and the vote of the 
majority of each state delegation de­ 
clared to be the vote of the entire 
representation of the state. 
Thus was horn the unit rule, later 
taken over hy the Democrats and used 
as comiK*nsatory and complementary 
to the two-thirds rule. Indeed, It also 
was used hy the Republican» as well 
„ as Whigs and Itcirmcrats. up until 
1880. 
The Immediate effect of first use ot 
the unit rule hy the Wldgs In 183U 
was to shutter the hopes of Henry 
O ay and secure the nomination of 
William Henry Harrison, the old mili­ 
tary hero of the Battft of Tippecanoe. 
Clay's adherents were bitterly dis 
appointed, and with no small cause, 
and Clay himself, while outwardly 
acquiescing in the Harrison nomina­ 
tion, in private gave violent vent to 
his feelings upon hearing the nnvvcl 
come aews. 
At the convention John 
Tyler, 
of 
Virginia, 
one 
of Clay’s 
closest friends, was reported to have 
been so overcome with grief at the 
outcome of the balloting that he shed 
tears. 
These tears melted Tyler’s way Into 
the Wtdte House. 
They convinced 
the convention that placing such a 
devoted friend of (’lay on the ticket 
with Harrison would go far toward 
salving the feelings of the defeated 
Clay faction. 
So Tyler was nominated for vice 
president, and the death of President 
Harrison a month after his inaugura­ 
tion brought Tyler to the Presidency, 
where he soon demonstrated to the 
Whigs their mistaken Judgment of 
him. hv turning •gainst nearly all the 
policies of the party that had elected 
him.
